tions of Land, but ercdting fore few Cottages tor 
Fiſhermen, and (mall buildings tor the Planters; yea 
for wan: of good condutt they were in a matiner deſ- 
titute of Laws and Gayernmeart, and Jef: to ſhift for 
themſelves. 

This was rhe b=*gining of New-England, when 1n 
1610, One Mr Robinſon a P:ctbiterian, or racher To= 
dependent Preacher, and ſeveral orher Engliſh then. 
at Leyden ia Holland, (f:5ug!h rhey ha been courte- 
ouſly entertained by the Dutch as Scrange rs, yet) fores, 
ſeelng that thev could not fo well provide for their 
Poſteriry under the Government of a Forreign Na« 
£100, 1nrreated K James 1 20 grant [nem [19erty toplace 
meinſcives in New Enpland; and obrained a Paretr 
for fome place ab-wr Hudſon River. They fſerSai from 
Piymouth in Seprember for the Souch of New-England 
but were throagh many dangers about November Et, 
Ccait upon tne South Cape of the Mafſ:*chuſers Bay, 
calicd Cape Cod, Winter approached fo faft thags 
tiey had no opportualtty to remove, and finding fome 
I3ecuragemear from the hopeiuinels of the Soil, and 
courtefie of che Hearhen, they refolved there ro make - 
teir abode, laying the foaraanon of a Gew Colony 
which from the lait Tow they ated from in England: 
they named New-Plymourh, containing a Tre& of

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ed, and the reſt cur off by their Neighbour Indians ; 


upon which Mianromimoh the cliicf of rhe Mogehins 
expeaing to be ſole Lord and Rulerovyer all the Indt- 
ans, committed many inlolencies upon others in 
Ccnfederacy with the Engliſh, as well as himſelf, and 
he being ſent for to the Mafſacuſets Court at Bofton, 
endeayour'd to clear kimſeif,bur was convicted by one 
of his fellows named Uncas; in revenge of which 
acer his rerurn home he made War upon Uncas, by 
whom being taken Priſoner, by the advice of the En- 
glifh, he cur off his head fince no fwm Peace could be 
concluded while he was alive. This happened in 1643 
from Vhence 10 1675, thcre was an appearance of 
Amity on al; Jes, only 12 1671, one Matoonas 
neing vexcd that an intended defign againſt rhe 
Zophfh did not take <ft:E&t, our cf majice flew an En-.

T'H [S Proyicce is bennded North with Penfil-. 4 
Yap, Eait by Delaware Bay and the Atlantick,  . -; 
& 4 Occan- - 
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TO2 FA Profpe& of Mary-Land. 
Ocean, Sonth by Virginia, from whence parted by the 
River Patowmeck; Chelopeak Bay, is the paſſage for 
Ships both 1nto this. Country and Viginia, and runs 
thro' the middle of Mary-land, being Navigable near 
200 miles into the Land, into which fall divers confi- 
derable Rivers. The Climate is agreeable to tte En- 
gliſh Conſtitution, fince the ground is cieared' from 
Wonds, which formerly cauſed unhealthfulveſs, net- 
ther isthe Heat exrream io Summer, being much qua- 
lified by the cool winds from the Sea, and refreſhing 
Showers, and the Winter ſo moderate as doth no way 
incommode the Inhabitants. It is ſeated between 37 8& 
40 deg. North, and diſcovered at the ſame tsme with 
Virginia; Our firft Diſcoverers relate many ſtrange 
Rites atid Cetemonies uſed by the Native Indians: Mr. 
T. H. an Engliſhman writes, they believethere are 
many God, which'they call Mantoac, but of different

Colleton, and 
Sir W. Berkely; by which the Laws of England are to 
be of force in Carolina : but the Lords Proprietors 
have power with the conſent of the Inhabitants to 
make By-Laws for the better Govertnmeonrot the Pro- 
vince : So that no money can be raiſed, or Law made. 
without the conſent of rheic Repreſcncariyes, They alfa 
have Power to appoint and impoawer Governours, and 
other Magiſirates, to make Con'iiturions, &-, Wuh.
